ought tothe King of Denmark, took the 
advantage of the Oppreſhon the King 
(his Liege Lord) then lay under, to en- 
croach upon him, and ſo brought it to 
paſs, that the King of Sme&en (notwith= 
{tanding the fine Provinces of Sconen, 
Blaking, Halland, Trunthyme, Bahuſe, Born= 
holme, and other conſiderable advanta=- 
ges, which now he had gotten by the 
Treaty of Peace). obliged the King of 
Denmark alſo to. renounce to the ſaid 
Duke of Ho/ſte:n his Right and Title to 
the Fee of the ſaid Dutchy of Sleſng, 
and befides to grant him the ant? | 
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of Swabeſtad, and the Abby of S!:ſwig, 
with ſuch other Conditions as were 
very diſadvantagious to the Crown of 
Denmark, and meerly upon that occaſi- 
on the King: of Sweden continued his 
Forces in Denmark and thoſe*Parts a 
long time after the Term agreed on 
in the ſaid Treaty of Peace, (the Duke 
of Holſtein conſtantly raiſing one ſcru- 
ple or other to cauſe delays) whereby 
the Crown of Denmark ſuſtained irre= 
parable Dammages and Injuries. 

Now whereas we might have con- 
_ ceived no other hopes then that the 
Princely Houſe of Ho!ſte:n Gottorp upon. 
ſuch confiderable advantages (which 
they by the favour of the Swediſh Arms 
had wreſted from the King of Denmark 
during his extream Calamity as afore- 
{a1d) would have entertained no other 
Intentions or Counſels, then to main=- 
_ 
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taine with him a fincere and faithful 


om; ogg for the future; yet 
immedaately after, ( 7:3. 1660. ) when 
the Peace between the two Kings was 
reeſtabliſhed, the quite contrary ap- 
peared ; for this preſent Duke of Hy/- 
ſtern Gottorp entred into a very {trict 
League with Sweden, whereby it was a= 
mong\ſt other things Agreed, that 
whenſoever any new quarrel {ſhould 
ariſe between the two Northern Crowns 
and thofe Dukedoms, even Dan/b part 
of them do in time oblige themſelves 
to fit {till, ſo that nothing be com- 
manded by them to the difadvantage 
or prejudice of the King or Crown of 
JS meden, then the Smzes Pall forbear to 
trouble them with their Forces or o= 


therwiſe; by which the Duke ſought 


nothing elſe then to debauch and fe- 
duce, not only all the Gentry in thoſe 
Duke- 
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Dukedomes, ( who are tyed by Oath 


' and Allegiance to the King of Den- 


mark as well as the Duke of Ho/ſtz:n) but 
alſo his Majeſties own proper ſubjects, 
fromtheir duty, whereby they are ob- 
liged to hazard their lives*and for- 
tunes for him as their lawful and natu- 
ral Prince, to the end that he might 
compals thoſe finiſter Defſignes , 
which afterwards by all his actions 
appeared molt clear and palpable. 

.. For although his Majeity of bleſ- 
ſed Memory ( as an undoubted pledg 
of his good will and aftection) mar- 
ried the Princeſs his Daughter to this 
Duke, thereby to lay a {ure founda- 
tion ofa good underſtanding between 
the Royal and Princely houſe, and 
allo to draw the Duke ott from thoſe 


| dangerous yr aj , whereto he was 


obierved. zncl:nable contrary to his own 
in-

tereſt ; for thoſe Tranſactions then 
paſſing at Gluckſtad being deſigned for 
no other end, then to renew the old 
Unions and hereditary Compacts, all 
former errours and miſapprehenſions 
between them, together with all their 
Circumſtances were fully debated and 
removed; Yet all this was ſo far from 
proving effectual, that the Duke {till 
perſiſted in his pernicious Conduct, 
and for a beginning (contrary to the 
Tranſactions aforeſaid) withſtood all 
Propoſals, how friendly and reaſona- 
bly ſoever, in matters concerning the 
Limits and other differences about the 
Bailiwick of Tundern, but would rather 
leave all undetermined to beget fur- 
ther Diſputes and Errours. 

In the Provincial Diets held annu= _ 
ally in the Dukedoms of Holſtein and 
Sleſmig, particularly in thoſe _ - 
ITTIC 
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little before this preſent War, when 
the emminent danger of the conjun=- 
cture required Contributions from 
thole States, the Duke conſtantly 

thwarted the buſineſs with his ſiniſter 
Counlels, and flattered the States, ei- 


_ therby a direct oppoſition or ſilence, 
repreſenting the Taxes propoſed as 
-mtollerable, although his Majeſty (as 
by his Accompts then laid before them 
<1d appear) demanded none but ſuch 
as were abſolutely neceflary for the 
maintenance of the Garriſons in thoſe 
Dukedoms, the moyety whereof, the 
Duke however very readily accepted, 


and employed -the ſame, not for the 


defence of the Country (for which end 
they were-raiſed) but to his own pri- 


vate ule. Againlt which finifter deal= 
ing, whatever his Majeſty alleadged, 
or in any other - matters Concerning 
B their

their joint Government upon occaſion 
of any doubt remonſtrated to him, 
(though in very friendly and mode- 
rate terms) yet all was termed intolle- 
rable Innovations and Incroachments 
and things that ought not to be ſufter- 
ed, &c. with many other expreſſions 
uttered in amenaging way,. by which 
the Duke ſufficiently diſcovered what 
his Aim was, and what his Majeſty was 
to-expect from him upon the Warlike 
preparations, then making by the 
Swedes in Germany, which appeared the 
more clearly, omg he (contrary to 
the aſſurance given by him in Writing 
as well as perſonally) not only receded 
fromthe agreement made at Copenhagen 
concerning the Counties of 0/denbureg 
and Delmenborſt, and confirmed by his 
Manual Stipulation, but alſo was con- 
tinually Treating in private with the 
Smediſh 
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gotiation then on Foot, between the 
{aid Crown and the City of Hambourgh, 


' tice of the 1aid Treaty to his Majeſty,

S»ediſbMiniſters and the City of Ham= 
bourgh, till he at laſt went perſonally to 
Stockhulmand renewed his Engagement 
with that Crown (which had already 
begun to diſcloſe its hoſtile deſigns 
againſt that Empire) and at the fame 
time ſeconded and ſupported the Ne= 


which atlaſt ended in a certain Treaty 
very prejudicial to the Empire ; and 
that which gave a prom ſuſpicion of 
thoſe things, was, that the Duke (con= 
trary to his Duty, upon theaccount of 
their joint Government and ancient 
Union, grounded upon ſo many here- 
ditary Compacts) never gave any no- 


but kept all ſo private, that he denied 
to have had any Treaty at all with 
Smeden, or that he knew any thing of 
B 2 what 
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what had been Negotiated with Ham= 
bourgh. | | 

Now His Majeſty at that very time 
being much prefled by his Allies to 
aſſiſt them againſt Sweden, accor- 
ding to a particular League long be- 
fore concluded with them upon thar 
occaſion, and. finding himſelf as well 
in Honour as Conſcience obliged to 
make good his {aid Engagement,judg- 


ed it very neceſlary ere he proceeded, 


to leave all things ſure behind him a- 
 eainſt any Inteſtine Commotion, and 
- to thatendchiefly to take care, that all 
| thediffterences and diſputes that were 
' between him and the Duke, might be 
| intirely compoſed. In order where- 
unto His Majeſty the laſt year, when 
| he and the ke met at Rensbourgh , 
cauſed the Duke to be fully acquaint=- 
: edwith the Reaſons which in that dan= 
Wl. --: gCrous 
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gerous Conjuncture, juftly moved 
him to ſuſpect him, and to ſecure 
himſelf againft his Deſigns; which 
wrought fo much upon the Duke, 
that he not only proteſted it was his 
Reſalution perpetually to maintain a 
good underſtanding with his Majeſty 
for the future, but alſo, as a further 
aſſurance thereof,cauſed the Fortreſs 
Tonningen immeduately to be fſur- 
rendred to His Majeſty. He then 
likewiſe by a certain Treaty renewed 
and confirmed the Antient Unions 
and hereditary Compacts aforeſaid, 
whereby (among([t other things) he 
obliged himſelf within a year and a 
day to receive of his Majelty the In- 
veſtiture of the Dukedom of S/:ſw:p 
in the ſame manner and form as his 
Princely Anceſtors had done ; all 


which the Duke offered with ſuch 
readineſs

readineſs, that long after his Maje- 
{ties return to Copenhagen, he in a Let= 
ter, written with his own hand, de- 
clared his Joy and Satisfaction, that 
the former Amity between the Royal 
and Princely houſes was thus happily 
reeſtabliſhed. But becauſe the Duke 
had once before been ſeduced from 
his true Intereſt to Erroneous cour- 
ſes, by the ſiniſter ſuggeſtions of 
ſome of his:Counſellors, His Majeſty 
juſtly feared they would again by 
their pernicious Counfels, put him 
upon ſome contrary Reſolutions (as 
indeed it afterward hapened beyond 
all expectation)and therefore to pre= 
vent the ſame, he thought it ver 
neceflary to cauſe them Thoing alſo 
his undoubted lawful and natural 
Subjects and Vaſlals) to be particu- 
larly bound to him by a very ſtrict 
| Obliga-

_ Obligation in Writing, to demean 
themſelves upon all occafions, as his 
Loyal Subjects and Vaſlals, and ne- 
ver to preſume to ſeduce the Duke 
to any thing that might be preju- 
dicial or obſtructive to the ſaid re- 
newed amity and good correſpon-- 
dence. | 
Notwithſtanding all this, his Ma=- 
jeſty ſoon found, that the Duke had 
not only made great complaints to: 
his Imperial Majeſty of the aforeſaid 
Treaty, concluded at Rensbourgh, and 
deſired his aſſiſtance, that itmight be 
made void, and all things reduced to 
the condition, in which they were 
before, but alſo did not ſcruple to 
tell the world in his Printed papers, 
that he had meerly been forced to 
the ſaid Treaty, and whatſoever he 


had then been ating at Rensbourg, &c.

though the Treaty it {elf and the a- 
forelaid Letters, written with his own 
Hand, make the contrary moſt evi=- 
dently _ | 
Now,-the better to prevent the 
Dukes deſtructive Counſels and Re- 
fleCtions, and that the end might not 
_ worſe than the beginning, his 
ajeſty cauſed the Fortreſs Tormngen 
to be demoliſhed (the rather ſeeing 
he had not bound himſelf to reſtore 
it, and that the keeping it wouid 
have proved very chargable, and yet 
would have been a burthen inſtead 
of a defence or ſecurity to the Coun- 
try) And becaule the ſaid Counſel- 
lors, contrary to the ſaid Obligation, 
had again Entertained dangerous 
Intrigues and Correipondence a= 
oain{t his Majcities Honour and In- 
terelt, (as the Original Letters thar 
are 


Lux. 
are in his Majeſties hands do teſtify) 
and were found to-have again ſedu= 
ced the Duke unto his former inſuf= 
tcrable deportment : His Majeſty 
for the obſtruction of theixfurther 
miſchievous practice and contrivan=- 
ces, ordered them to be. committed 
to ſure Cuſtody. 

And whereas for the intended pro- 
fecution of the War in Sronen, his Ma= 
jeſty judged his perſonal Preſence 
there very requiſite, but'that in the 
Interim the term agreed on at Renſ= 
tourgh tor the Dukes receiving the 
Inveſtiture for the Dutchy'of-Sleſwiz 
would expire, he was pleaſed to ſend 
him notice of his ſaid intention, and. 
minded him of receiving the Inve- 
{titure before his Departure; &:. to 
which the Duke returned no poſitive 


anſwer, but under divers pretences 
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went about to fruſtrate his Majeſties 
expectation-with tergiverfations and 
delays, till at laſt upon his Majeſties 
kind admonitions, and after he was 
already in Sconen, and the faid Term 
expired, He in a Letter declared his 
conſent thereunto, and for the 
Execution of the Act of the Inve- 


{titure, offered to diſpatch ſome of 


his Counſellers to any place that 


his Majeſty ſhould pleaſe to appoint, 
who at length after much delay at- 
tended at Copenhagen accordingly. 


But notwithſtanding, upon the que= 


{tion they moved, whether in mat— 


ters concerning the Act of Inveſti- 
ture, they were not to follow the 


Rules preſcribed in the Treaty of 
Qctenſee; His Majeſty declared to: 


them, That although he had! good 
reaſon not to tie himſelf ſo ftrialy 
* TO 
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to that Treaty in this caſe, yet that 


all men might ſee, he expected from 


the Duke no more then what from 


time to time had been uſual, and by 
his Princely' Anceſtors conſtantly 
been done, and what the Duke him- 
ſelf in the Ireaty at Rensbourgh had 
covenanted to do, His Majeſty was 


willing to acquieſce, and content 


himſelf with the obſervation of the 
laid Treaty of Attenſer, &:. yet the 
ſaid Counſellors were fo far from 


being induced to receive the ſaid 


Inveſtiture, that before His Majeſty 


came back from Sconen, (whither the 


Invaſion of the Swedes had called 
him) they under pretence of going 
to fetch more perfect Inſtructions 
from the Duke, went from thence 
re infeta, and never returned.

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Now, whereas his Majeſty not on=. 
ly by ſuch continual delays, but alſo 
by ſome Original Letters and other 
Papers (intercepted in the late Acti- 
on with.the Enemy 1n Srconen) fuffici- 
ently perceived, That it was not the 
Dukes intention ever: to procede to 
the efſectual. receiving of the ſaid 
Inveſtiture, according to: his Duty, 
but only that he went: about to gain 
time, utterly. tomake void the R-nſ= 
burgh Agreement; and alſo by. his 
Plots: and: Deviſes (which, through 
the ſingular Providence of God, 
were happily diſcovered by the ſeiz- 
ing of the {aid Letters and. Papers) 
to draw all forts. of Mifchiets and 
' Dangers upon his. Majeſty, and to 
that. end held continual. correſpon= 
dence at- Hambourg with: the' Spe 4ifh 
Miniſters, and other diſaffected per=

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ſons, contriving and carrying: on ſe 
cret Counſels and Defigns ; His Ma- 
jeſty-in fine, found himlelf inevitably 
obliged to think on other remedies 
for the preſervation of his Royal 
Prerogatives, and to cauſe the Dukes 
part of the Dutchy of S/eſm:g to be 
Sequeſtred, of which he has alread 

given him notice, and to the end, 
that he and: the whole world may 
underſtand how-unwillingly his Ma- 
jeſty proceeds to ſuch Reſolutions, 
and how joyful he would be to ſee 
the Duke return to better thoughts, 
hath ſet him anew Term for his effe=- 
ctual receiving of the faid Inveſti- 
ture, though withthis expreſs warn- 
ing, that if he {hall again flight this - 
kind offer, his Majeſty then ought 
not to be blamed, if the Feudatory 
Laws ſhall lead him to deprive th 

{aid Duke of that Fee it-felf, Þ Þ 
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By the premiſes it clearly appears 
f You. © Mzieſty in os EG, 
ſtantly uſed the greateſt moderati- 
on immaginable, and has forborn'to 
proceed to the ſaid Sequeſtration 
and further extremities, till he found 
himſelf without all hopes of redu- 
cing the Duke by amicable meansto 
what he had Voluntarily obliged 
himſelf by Treaties, and what he 
was invited to by his own intereſt, 
as aforeſaid. | |
